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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although it is not considered well known in the 
art, according to applicant's specification, that "impure copper seed layers are generally well known in the art" (applicants* remarks, page 
2), the features as set forth in claims 1 and 13, in which the copper seed layer and and copper fill be composed of impure copper material, 
are nonetheless considered obvious for "lowering the cost of production" in view of background teachings of Andricacos et al. (final Office 
Action page 3, lines 7-10), since using the same material for copper seed layer and the impure copper fill would aid to reduce or simplify 
the steps of making material which will yield to lower the cost of making product. Although Andricacos* disclosure did not clearly specify 
the material composition of the copper seed layer to be impure, the Applicant does not explicitly say that the material composition of both 
copper seed layer and the impure copper fill are identical. Instead, they claim the material composition of impure copper seed layer is 
substantially the same as the material compsotion of said impure copper fill.
